edged that he lied under oath before the same federal grand 
jury that returned the perjury indictment against Hiss, 
former state department official. . 
Florid, gray-haired defense attorney Lloyd Paul Stryker 


also drew from Chambers'an admission that he had failed 
to tell the whole truth before official bodies on several other

Both defense and prosecu-

Hiss is accused of swearing

he was acquitted by a fifth army court martial April 15. 


Allen told a reporter he has 


pieced together Gustafson's serv- 
ice history from letters from his 
wife, his attorney and from the 
Fort Sheridan special troops di- 
vision commander. 


As Allen outlined it, here is 


Gustafson's record: 


Gustafson was honorably dis- 


charged from the wartime army in 
Florida in October, 1945, for the 
purpose of re-enlisting in the regu- 
lar army. After a 30-day furlough 
he reporte". for duty at Fort Sheri- 
dan, 111. There he was told that his 
papers had been lost and he was 
asked to remain at his Rockford 
home until they were found.

The internal revenue bureau's alcohol tax unit today scheduled 


a public hearing for July 11 on proposals to change its regulations so 
that whisky so labelled would be legal. It isn't n^w. 


The amendments, if adopted, presumably will put some more 


down pressure on prices by further expanding the supply of "aged" 
whisky available.

containers to be labeled simply as 
whisky "distilled from 
rye 
(or 


bourbon, wheat, malt or rye malt) 
mash." 
A present, this whisky 


may not be described as" "aged." 


Eliminating that requirement, 


officials said, would make possible 
U. S. production of a light- 
bodied" whisky comparable to the 
Canadian whisky produced under 
regulations that permit time in 
used containers to be counted in 
age statements.

to color the sidewalls completely, 
but in other situations it might 
be preferable to color only parts 
of the walls, thus emphasising 
the more attractive architectural 
features while making the less 
attractive ones relatively incon- 
spicuous. 


Color can create visual illu- 


sions, Mr. Ketcham says.. For ex- 
ample, a band of light color un- 
der the eaves of a house with 
dark siding draws the eye up- 
ward and makes the house seem 
higher. Similarly, a light-colored 
asphalt shingle roof makes a 
house seem taller and a dark 
roof makes it appear lower. 


Mr. Ketcham, who believes in 


planning colors on the basis of 
surveys of consumer taste, urges- 
home owners to be more confi- 
dent about their personal color 
judgments. 


"A house should express the 


personality of the family occupy- 
ing it and the members of the 
family should do what they like 
best because it's their house and 
they have a right to be happy 
with the way it looks," he says.

The Atomic Energy commission 


has come out with a. booklet giv- 
ing some of the low-down on how 
to search for uranium ore—the 
precious stuff that's used to make 
bombs as well as peacetime prod- 
ucts of atomic energy. 


The whole idea of issuing the 


booklet, says the commission, is to 
stimulate 
more prospecting for 


uranium. 


But— 
You've got to tone up on a 


little geology. 


You've got to be ahandy-man 


with a geiger counter, an instru- 
ment for detecting radioactivity. 


And, it would be a big help, too. 


If you'd load into your modern 
covered wagon such gear as ultra- 
violet lamps, photographic plates 
or film, a metal key, an instru- 
ment called a "scintilliscope" and 
another called an "electroscope." 


Aids In Spotting 


All of these are aids in spotting 


the pay dirt. 


The commission's 123-page book- 


let goes into some detail on how 
to detect the stuff and how to 
identify it when, you find it, but 
it gives only very general infor- 
mation 
where ? 


on 
the 
big 
question: 


That's something the AEC boys

A Geiger counter gives audible 


'clicks" when there's radioactive 
material nearby. But you've got 
to get some fairly big-league click- 
ing before ydu can be certain the 
trail is hot. Cosmic rays in the 
atmosphere can activate the in- 
strument, too, and these may fool 
you, (Remember: You can't sell 
cosmic rays.) 


Here Is Test 


If you find some rocks you think 


might contain uranium, take them 
into a dark room. Put a metal key 
on some photographic film and 
then lay the rock on top of the 
key. If you get an image of the 
key on the developed film, you 
may be well on your way to pay- 
ing off the mortgage. 


Another test: If your mineral 


glows under ultra-violet light, you 
may have made a strike. 


Open to prospectors for uranium 


and thorium (another radioactive 
material) are the "vacant and un- 
appropriated public lands" in the 
states of Arizona, Arkansas, Cali- 
fornia, Colorado, Florida, Idaho, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, South Da- 
kota, Utah, Washington and Wyo- 
ming, and the territory of Alaska. 
So are certain national monuments 
and one national park—Mt. Mc- 
Kinley.

Agreement on German Unity Seems 


All But Hopeless; Is No Surprise 


Barring the unforeseen, an agreement at Paris between 


Russia and the West on German unity and peace terms is 
apparently impossible. 
Russia has rejected the western powers' plan for a Ger- 


many united under the Bonn constitution adopted by the 
western zones of the country. 
France, Britain and the United States have turned down 


the Soviet Union's proposal for an all-German state council 
to handle economic and "government" matters subject to 
veto by a revived four-power control agency. One nation 
could dictate a veto. 
There is no surprise in these developments. In her self- 


imposed isolation, Russia sometimes misjudges the likely 
western response to her moves. But she must have had no 
illusion that the West would accept German unity of the 
sort she might propose. The plan she actually offered at 
Paris was not even taken seriously as a program for unity. 


Bv the same token, the western nations must have had 


no genuine hope that Russia would accept the Bonn con- 
stitution as a basis for cementing all Germany. It would 
mean un-Russian freedoms in the eastern zone, plus a merci- 
less spotlight on Soviet activities there. 
If these things are so, why did Russia seek the Paris con- 


ference? 
Western spokesmen believe the continuing sessions will 


show her true goals to be much more limited than the basic 
German issues. They think she wants better East-West eco- 
nomic arrangements in Germany. The Soviet zone suffered 
badly from the western counter-blockade; it needs western 
trade. 
. 
Other relatively minor gains may come out of the con- 


ference. And Russia is of course not blind to its value as a 
propaganda springboard. 
We have learned from the discussions thus far that the 


lifting of the Berlin blockade marked no drastic shift in Rus- 
sia's policy or attitude toward the west. Foreign Minister 
Vishinsky may smile and clown, but his words are no more 
<X>nciliatory than were Molotov's at London 18 months ago. 


To reach an accord among nations, as among individuals, 


you must first have a will to agree on the part of all. There 
is no sign whatsoever that Russia desires agreement on fun- 
damentals in Germany. 
Even if she did, there could be little confidence of major 
progress under preent circumstances. For this is a clash 
between two systems of thought—communistic and demo- 
cratic. The two seem as repellent to each other as oil and 
water.
